A cross-section of ex perts who 
chart econ omic tren d s ag reed that 
the Presid en t's historic an n oun ce­ 
men t is n ot a major ev en t from a 
busin ess stan d poin t, but that what- 
f'\er result it was will be on the 
fav orable sid e.
